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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has proposed combining the elements 
of claims 1 and 25 into a single independent claim. The 116 amendment proposing this change will be entered upon appeal because it 
simplifies the issues for appeal, and it is a direct combination of two existing claims without any additional limitations and without 
broadening the claim scope. However, both claims 1 and 25 were previously rejected over the combination of Chang and Fiekowsky 
(see paragraph 4 of the previous Office Action). The additional limitation recited by claim 25 requires the comparing of the first and 
second simulated wafer structures to an ideal wafer structure. This element is taught by the Chang reference as described in the 
aforementioned Office Action, at page 6, at lines 10-15. The arguments presented by the applicant to the contrary are not convincing. 
The full scope of the comparing limitation is anticipated by Chang at figure 20, whereby images of the first and second simulated wafer 
structures are presented on a display, along with an image of the ideal wafer structure (see the explanation in the Office Action). The 
reason for providing a divided display depicting these images is for an operator to perform a visual comparison. The claim limitation 
does not preclude a visual comparison. . 
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
